The territory over which they 
will fly in the next few days is 
among the most desolate and least 
populated in the world. If they 
follow the course of the Trans-Si- 
berian Railway to Khabarovsk they 
will pass over citics famous in Rus- 
sian history. Irkutsk, Omsk and 
Chita were settled by exiles of the 
Romanotfs and are the cultural 
centers of their respective areas. 

Post and Gatty arrived here from 
Berlin at 5:30 p. m. yesterday after 
a 925-mile nonstop flight in slightly 
more than eight hours, a record for 
the distance. ‘They wanted to re- 
sume the journey at once but were 
persuaded not to attempt the 
crossing of the Urals in ‘the dark- 
ness.

the retention of any German pay- 
ments for a year. 

“The President's plan does not 
propose a reconsideration or im- 
pairment of any international 
agreements, including our own debt 
agreements. His’ suggestion ex- 
tended only to the simple post- 
ponement for one year of the pay- 
ments under such agreements. 

“The question of the method by 
which this postponement is to be 
accomplished and the ultimate 
payment of the postponed amounts 
are matters requiring negotiation 
and settlement. between the dif- 
ferent governments. 

“Fine Evidence of Co-Operation.”’ 

“There are suggestions in the 
method proposed by the French 
Government which do not accom- 
plish the full measure of relief to 
debtor nations corresponding to! 
the President’s plan, and must, 
therefore, be the subject of fur- 


modification that will bring the 
full measure of accord of which 
the fine evidence of co-operation in 
the French note gives every hope 
of success. 

“In view “of the action already 
taken by some Governments in ac-

advantageous to German econo- 
ny. 

“In making this proposal, the 
French Government expects that 
the other beneficiaries under the 
Young plan will adopt the same 
decisions, and it even hopes that 
other measures may be taken 
to favor the beneficial restora- 
tion of credit and confidence in 
the world. 

For Improving Credit. 

“The sums thus turned over to 
the Bank of International Set- 
tlements could be utilized at 
once for impraving credit in Ger- - 
many as well as in countries of 
Central Europe, and especially 
those in which the suspension of 
the execution of the Young plan 
during one year might create fi- 
nancial or economic disturbance. 
It goes without saying that che 
amounts so employed would 
again become availahle at the 
expiration of the period of one 
year contemplated as the limit 
of the provisional suspension of 
the Young plan. 

“The French Government also 
believes that all necessary pre- 
cautions should be taken in or- 
der that these sums, as well as 
those to be derived from the 
easing of the budget of the Reich 
as a result of the suspension of? 
the Young plan payments for 
one year, may only be used for 
economic purposes, all danger of 
financing of dumping being elim- 
inated. 

“Lastly. it will be advisable to 
contemplate before the expiration 
of the period of one year an 
examination of measures to be 
taken by Germany for the re- 
sumption of her payments. 

“The proposals of the French 
Government and the adjustment, 
which will be suggested by the 
application of the American offer 
and which will necessarily be the 
subject of a subsequent exchange 
of views, thus appear to be per- 
fectly compatible with the domi- 
nant idea of President Hoovers 
proposal. 

“In placing at the disposal of 
the Bank of International Settle- 
ments, on the conditions contem- 
plated above, her part in the un- 
conditional annuity, France is de- 
prived, during the suspension pe- 
riod, of what had been allotted to 
her on account of the charges 
which she has to meet for the re- 
construction of her devastated 
regions. 

French Public Debt Large. 

“Without wishing to insist on 
the difference between the sums 
which she has received and the 
sums which she Should have re- 
ceived, France recalls that. the 
amount of her public debt is 
about four times_that of the debt 
of the Reich and that her effort 
at financial restoration carried on 
and accomplished by her own 
means barely four years ago 
shotld not be endangered. 

“The French Government can, 
therefore, affirm the solidarity of 
the French republic and of the 
republic of the United States at 
the moment when, faithful to 
their traditions, the two coun- 
tries are co-operating in precau- 
tionary measures in a crisis which 
is considered grave. They havea 
right to. hope that a response 
will be made to their interna- 
tional good will, by respect for 
treaties, and by the restoration 
of confidence between. peoples... on 
which the future of peace de- 
pends. “BRIAND.”

During an early recess in the 
session, it was predicted the Gov- 
ernment would get a substantial 
majority for /ts reply to Mr. Hoo- 
ver. A group led by Deputy Louis 
Marin, considered dangerous  be- 
cause of the nationalism of its 
leader, voted to favor the French 
reply with reservations. The §So- 
cialists during the recess unani- 
mously approved the French an- 
swer, but it was expected they 
would desist from voting. A vote 
was expected late tonight. 

After a two-hour recess before 
opening of the night session, when 
tension was more pronounced, and 
the position of the Cabinet appeared 
less certain than it had during the 
afternoon. | 

It was learned that at a luncheon 
Ziven by Premier_Laval to Secre- 
tary Mellon, there was a_ general 
spirit of willingness on both sides 
to work out the problem together. 
It was indicated that real negotia- 
tions will turn on the problem of 
how to suspend the Young plan for 
a year and be assured that it will 
again function at the conclusion of 
that year. 

The number of deputies who de- 
termined to question the Govern- 
ment on its policy was increased 
to 12 when Leon Thebaunlt, maimed 
war veteran and a member of the 
Independent left, filed notice of his 
intention to ask about “‘the inspira- 
tion, exact sense and effects of the 
American proposition.” 


U. S. Reply to France. 

Secretary Stimson's reply to the 
French memorandum responding to 
the Hoover proposal was handed 
to Foreign Minister Briand at noon. 
) The reply follows: “The Ameri- 
can Government appreciates the 
cordiality of the French Govern- 
ment’s response to the President's 
proposal. It hopes the French 
Gévernment will take advantage of 
the presence of the Sécretary of 
the Treasury (Mellon) in Paris and 
discuss with the Ambassador 
(Edge) and with him the va- 
rious problems arising from the 
original proposal of the President 
and the French answer. The Am- 
bassador and Mr. Melton are fully 
advised as to the views of my Gov- 
ernment.” 

Premier Laval said this after- 
noon that formal conversations be- 
tween France and the United 
States on the Hoover proposal 
would begin tomorrow at the Min- 
istry of the Interior. 

The French reply to Hoover said 
that the French Government de- 
clared itself in cordial accord with 
the high sentiments inspiring the 
Hoover plan but expressed belief 
that in the very int» rests of the suc- 
cess of Mr. Hoover's effort, the 
general suspension of payments 
alone would offer an insufficient 
remedy.

eration of the Skouras organiza- 
tion to suit is own ends. 

History of Enterprise. 

Describing himself as the owner 
of 45 shares of Skouras “A” stock 
and six shares of “B’’, Blake de- 
clares in his petition.~that Skouras 
Bros. Enterprises, Inc:, was orig- 
inally organized in February, 1921, 
as a Delaware corporation ‘‘for the 
purpose of acquiring property in 
Missouri, doing business in Mis- 
souri and escaping the laws of Mis- 
souri.” 

Its real owners, he - continues, 
were Spyros P. Skouras, and his 
brothers, Charles P. and George P. 
Skouras, although three “straw 
men” were named as its directors. 
Skouras Bros. Enterprises, Inc., 
then took control of a group of &St. 
Louis picture house operating com- 
panies, exchanging 4500 shares of 
its 10,000 shares of common stock 
as part of the purchase price and 


apportioning out the ‘remaining 
5500—a controlling interest— 
among the brothers. 

In March, 1924, the company 


took over construction of the Am- 
bassador Theater Building, accord- 
ing to the petition. At that time it 
increased its capital stock from 10,- 
099 to 80,000 shares. Of that 
amount 25.000 were of Class “A” 
issue and 55,000 Class “B”’.

According to the petitioner, the 
Class “A” stock was sold to the 
public through the brokerage 
firms of A. G. Edwards & Sons 
and the now defunct Lorenzo E.

At the same time, it is alleged, 
Paramount-Publix Co.,.also began 
angling for purchase of the &t.

$100,000,000 Loan Made to the 
German Reichsbank. 
BERLIN, June 26.—The Ger- 
man Reichsbank last evening con- 
cluded arrangements for a $100,- 
000,000 loan with the Bank of En- 
gland, the Bank of France, the 
Federal Reserve Bank of the Unit- 
ed States and the Bank for Inter- 
national Settlements at Basel. 
The money is intended primarily 
to tide the Reichsbank over the 
end of the month for. although 
gold is flowing in now, the process 
is not likely to be fast enough to 
equalize. before June 30 the loss 
of approximately 1;000,000,000 
marks of the Reichsbank reserves. 
The loan does not depend on the 
Hoover moratorium plan. 
Yesterday's Reichsbank report, 
which covered the week ended last 
Saturday, the day on which Pres- 
idént Hoover announced his debt 
plan, showed the gold reserve for 
bank note circulation stood at 40.4 
per cent,. only .4 per cent above 
the minimum prescribed by law. 
Only a month ago the gold re- 
serve was 68.4 per cent. ° 
Each of the four banks partici- 
pating in the loan will pay one- 
fourth of the total $100,000,000 
into the Bank for International Set- 
tlements, which will place the 
money at the disposal of the 
Reichsbank.

7 when workmen hauling dirt from 


the bluffs at Edgemont Station, 
IlL, uncovered relics and the bones 


laid in orderly design in what once 


probably was a ledge of the bluff 
overlooking the Mississippi River. 

The discovery was on thé prop- 
erty of W. R. Traband, proprietor 


of a restaurant at 8900 State street, 
who had given a contract for the 
hauling of dirt to Bailey Hum- 
phreys, 1916 Cleveland avénue, 
East St. Louis. Traband, who has 
resided there all his life, recalled 
finding numerous Indian relics in 
the vicinity more than, 20 years 
ago. 

Impressed by the unusual size 
of the skeleton, Traband said he 
would notify archeologists of the 
University of Illinois, who made 
an intensive study of a mound 
seven miles north when it was de- 
stroyed six months ago. The In- 
dians, he thinks, were from seven 
to eight feet in height. °* 

Unlike the symmetrical man- 
made hill studied last winter, there 
was nothing to mark the burial 
ground in the side of the bluff. 
Land slides and erosion, it is 
thought, covered the ledge that 
existed when the bodies were 
placed there, since they were 
found about 12 feet below the sur- 
face. ; 

The skeletons lay in horizontal 
positions, face downward in two 
converging lines. Where they met 
a skeleton of unusual size it was 
found in an upright position. 

The skeletons were well preserved 
and many persons who have visit- 


led the place where Traband has 


the mon display have remarked the 
almost perfect teeth. While the 
skeletons on the mounds appeared 
to have been covered with layers of 
bark ang shells brought from the 
Gulf of Mexico, those found in the 
bluff apparently had been placed 
there’ without any protective cover- 
ing. 

Among the relics found .were a 
cup of decorated moulded pottery, 
six inches in diameter and three 
inches deep, and a gray stone box 
eight inches square with a sliding 
top which contained beads of unde- 
termined composition apparently 
strung on wires of copper. 

Traband said he thought the hill 
containeqd many more skeletons 


which would be uncovered as grad- 


ing is continued.

In 
Great Britain and the United 
States, for instance, income tax on 
dividends is not .paid by the 
shareholders, but only by the com- 
pany, whereas in Germany divi- 
dends are not only taxed as part 
of the company’s profits by means 
of the corporation tax, but again 
as income of the shareholder un- 
der the income tax.

“It may now be objected that 
it is-not a-question of income tax 
alone, but of the total burden of 
taxation.

“How misleading it is to judge 
of the burden of taxation by ta2k- 
ing the amount per head will be 
clear to anyone who, for instance,

live, as from a peasant village on 
poor soil. In such a case, every- 
one would speak of the faults and 
injustice of the state’s system and 
urgently demand that a new meth- 
od of distributing the burden of 
taxation be introduced. 

“The idea of making use of 
Great Britain for purposes of com- 
parison with Germany at once oc- 
curs, as both countries are suf- 
fering from unusually widespread 
unemployment and also because of 
certain external similarities, such 
as in the movement of' monetary 
gold. The different systems of 
taxation statistics make it diffi- 
cult to give exact figures for Ger- 
many and Great Britain, from 
which the burden of public taxa- 
tion on the people may be seen. 

“Nevertheless, compartive  fig- 
ures make it clear that the rea- 
son why it is so difficult for the 
German people to raise the repa- 
rations payments is that the class 
of large incom@s and great for- 
tunes is so much smaller in: Ger- 
many than in Great Britain or in 
the United States. This is showr. 
by the fact that not only is the 
number of persons with an income 
of more than 50,000 marks ($12,- 
500) considerably greater in Great 
Brifain and the United States than 
in Germany—in relation to total, 
population, too, of course—but also 
the average income of the mem- 
bers of this class is much higher.

‘National Wealth Destroyed. 


“In order to form a correct idea 
of the burden which the repara- 
tions impose on the German peo- 
ple, we must remember to what an 
extént the national wealth of Ger- 
many was destroyed by the war 
and its consequences and, hence, 
what a high proportion of nation- 
al earning power is absorbed in 
reparation payments. Germany's 
payments to the victorious countrie 
and other forms of capital destruc- 
tion—excluding loss of territories— 
are now already calculated to be 
more than half of the national 
wealth of the country. 

“On the other hand, the yearly 
net. increment of capital, on the 
average—even leaving out 1930,

Resolution Would Place 
Board on Record and 
Asks City to Investigate 
State Law. 


A resolution to place the Board 
of Aldermen on record against real 
estate tax exemption far education- 
al, religious and charitable organ- 
izations, except on property direct- 
ly used by them, was introduced in 
the board today by Alderman Wi- 
mer and referred to the Legislation 
Committee. 

The resolution asserted that an 
evil of tax exemption threatened to 
develop under the protection of the 
State law on this subject. It di- 
rected the City Counselor, in case 
the praetice was found to be war- 
ranted by the law, to prepare a

In addition, the Counselor was 
directed to advise the Board of Al- 
dermen whether “this practice of 
what amounts to tax evasion” has 
warrant in the existing law. and, if 
it has not, to state what means can 
be employed to abate it.

port before the dockyard closes 
Friday. 

After leaving Ireland accompanied 
by the shouts of the populace, we 
were speeded on our way by a 
mile of flaming beacons waved by 
the people of Queenstown. We had 
a peaceful night. 

Mechanical defects rendered both 
our motors useless. The port motor 
cannot be used until we have a new 
armature installed. 

There was some excitement 
aboard today when the rudder 
jammed and remained stuck for 
two hours. Mechanics finally re- 
paired it and it gave us no more 
trouble. 

We left Cork harbor last night. 
A tug provided by the harbor com- 
mission gratis. as had been all the 
facilities of the town, electricity 
and supplies, swung us into mid- 
stream. The Nautilus then  pro- 
ceeded downstream under the 
power of ner starboard motor. 
Both engines were silent. The port 
motor, its windings ripped from 
their supports through mechanical 
defects, was unable to turn over 
and start our one good engine. 
This rendered us dependent on the 
tug for the journey to Devon- 
port. 

Half way sto \Queenstown the 
Morsecock took us in tow. Our 
crew, weary from the social rounds 
ashore, were in low spirits at the 
realization that we were. again 
forced to be towed. 

The good will of the Irish people 
was expressed all along the river 
banks. At Queenstown we were 
again met with cheers and flaming 
beacons. Two British destroyers at 
anchor sent us their greetings by 
signal flag and wireleess. 

The changes and renewals to be 
made at Devonport will probably 
take two weeks. From there we go 
to Bergen, Norway, where we will 
outfit for the trip under the ice to 
the North Pole. Thereafter we ex- 
pect little trouble. 

Our batteries are uninjured after 
giving us the best of service. Our 
fuel is excellent. We need only re- 
liable machinery conscientiously 
attended to assure our success.

President William Green |

Persons Are at Work Now 
Than Last Month.

WASHINGTON, June 26,—An 


estimate that unemployment has 


increased by more than 150,000 per- 
sons since May and that there are 
now approximately 5,300,000 job- 
less in this country was made last 
night by William Green, president 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor. 

“Trade union unemployment re- 
ports for the first half of June con- 
firm labor’s warning of last month 
that we might expect worse unem- 
ployment in the summer dull sea- 
son,’ Green said, in a satement. 
“Union records for a representative 
group of wage earners, covering 24 
cities in all parts of the country, 
show an increase in the number out 
of work in industry. 

“This increase cancels all the 
gains since March and unemploy- 
ment is again at the March level. 
The number hired by farmers has 
not been enough to offset the lay- 
offs in industry.” 

“Green estimated that workers 
have lost $3,600,000,000 from wun- 
employment alone since Jan. 1, and 
added that while “unquestionably 
there has been an attempt to give 
workers at least part-time jobs,” 
the effort to prevent layoffs “has 
not extended far enough.” 

Indorsing plans of the President's

- *- A BLOW AT THE PRICE. FIXERS. | 

Advocates of retail price fixing have been pounding 
at Congress for sévéral years to pass the Capper- 
Kelly bill, to legalize contracts between prodycer 
and merchant setting a definfte figure for resale of 
trademarked goods. Af the last session ‘the Dill 
passed the House, though loaded with amendments. 
Now the Federal Trade Commission has concluded an 
inquiry into what such price fixing would mean. The 
verdict to be reported to Congress is against thé plan. 
“It would be difficult to provide g tal regu- 
lation of price maintenance that would bring relief 
to makers of trademarked goods,” the report says, 
“without injustice to consumers, and at the same time 
meet the tests of. practical administration,” _ 

The bill's chief purpose was to curb the chain 
stores, whieh were said to cut prices on a few items 
to attract customers for other wares. However, every 
merchant offers “leaders” on occasion, and this has 
long been viewed as legitimate merchandising. The 
commission’s figures show that chain drug stores sola 
26 of 43 articles at no profit above overhead, and that 
independent dealers sold 11 of the 43 items on the 
same basis. Sales actually below cost were found to 
be rare. Price competition has become an important 
trade stimulant, to the benefit of the shopping pub 
lic and of the merchant, chain or independent, who 
buys shrewdly to offer attractive .bargains. a 
ufacturers were allowed to dictate retail prices, their 
say-so would supersede mercantile efficiency, for all 
stores would have to sell at the same price. ~ 

Manufacturers might be expected to favor price 
maintenance, but only 29 per cent of the 691 firms 
reporting to the commission do so. Chain, depart- 
ment and dry goods stores oppose the plan, while 
drug, grocery, jewélry, stationery and hardware 
stores favor it.

RECIPES FOR DISHES 


Tomato Appetizer and Baked 
Chicken Are Highlights in 
the Sunday Dinner. 


Some way or other, the family al- 
ways anticipates a tempting Sun- 
day dinner. In warm weather it is 
quite the thing to initiate this meal 
with a vegetable or fruit appetizer. 
This recipe makes a dainty vegeta- 


“ible tidbit. 


AUK RIWANEK'S 


Tomato Appetizer. 

Hard boil two. eggs, cool, shell 
and cut across in halves. Remove 
the yolks and mash, adding one- 
quarter teaspoon sait, one teaspoon 
chopped pickle, one teaspoon 
minced parsley, one-half teaspoon 
prepared mustard and one  tea- 
spoon mayonnaise, or enough to 
moisten. Fill the egg whites with 
the mixture. Cut large, firm, ripe 
tomatoes across in half-inch slices. 
Spread with a thin layer of an- 
chovy or bloater paste. Place a 
very thin ring of Bermuda onion 
| on the tomato and in the center 
of each slice place half a stuffed 
egg. Chill and serve one slice to 
| each portion, garnishing with a 
'spring of watercress and a large 
'green olive. 
| Excellent for a hot weather ap- 
| petizer. May be prepared several 
| hours before serving. 
| Baked Chicken. 

Have a young roasting chicken 
| cut in pieces for serving. Singe 
/each piece, wash in cold water, 
drain and dry. Dip each piece in 
beaten egg diluted with cold wa- 
ter (one egg and two tablespoons 
water), sprinkle with salt and pep- 
per and then roll in fine, dry bread 
crumbs. Grease a baking pan and 
| lay the chicken in it, skin side up. 
' Bake in a hot oven—500 degrees— 
| for 15 minutes, or until the crumbs 
begin to brown. Baste the chick- 
len with two tablespoons butter 
| melted in one-half cup hot water. 
| Pour one-half cup milk in the bot- 
|tom of the pan, cover, reduce the 
heat to a moderate temperature, or 
| 375 degrees, and bake for 30 to 40 
‘minutes longer, or until the chicken 
is tender. 
Remove to a hot platter 


and 


' make a gravy from the residue in 
ithe baking pan by adding three- 
| quarters cup milk and one table- 


spoon flour mixed with a little cold 
Season with salt and pep- 
per and let boil up once or twice.

| Rinse the asparagus well in cold 
salted 


water, then cook in boiling 

water for 20 minutes. Melt two 
tablespoons butter, stir in three 
tablespoons flour and then add 
three-quarters cup milk and three- 
quarters cup of the asparagus wa- 
ter. Stir until boiling and season 
with salt, pepper and one tabie- 
spoon lemon juice. Put the aspara- 
gus in a greased baking dish, pour 
the sauce over it and sprinkle with 
a thick layer of buttered bread 
crumbs—one cup dry bread 
crumbs mixed with one-fourth cup 
melted butter. Bake in a hot oven, 
400 degrees, for 15 to 20 minutes 
and serve as a main luncheon or 
supper dish. Two chopped hard 
boiled eggs may be added to the 
sauce to make a heartier dish. 


Fish Roe With Eggs. 


Use a small can of fish roe or 
one-half pound fresh herring or 
shad roe. If fresh roe is used, sim- 
mer in boiling salted watér for 20 
minutes, drain, cool and remove 
the skin, then break the roe with 
a fork. Drain canned roe and use 
as it comes from the can. Beat 
five eggs with a fork and add one- 
third cup milk, one-half teaspoon 
salt and one tablespoon minced 
}parsiey. Stir in the roe. Melt three 
tablespoons butter in a heavy fry- 
ing pan and when bubbling pour in 
the eggs. Stir constantly with a 
fork over a slow heat until the mix- 
ture is thickened, creamy and a 
little dry on the edges. Turn out at 
once on a hot platter and garnish 
with toast points or bacon curls or 
slices of fried tomato. Serves four 
to six, depending on appetites.

In Farm. Weather Put All Per- 
ishable Food Products in 
Cold Storage. 


One of the important dally tasks 
of the homemaker is to see that 
all perishable foodstuffs are put in 
the refrigerator as soon as they are 
received from the store. 

Proper refrigeration is the first 
requisite in the preservation of 
foodstuffs. 

Fresh meats should be immedi- 
ately removed from their wrap- 
pings, wiped with a damp cloth, 
placed in a crockery container ane 
put in the refrigerator. 

Milk and cream bottles should = 
wiped off before: entering the re; 
frigerator. 

Fresh fruits should be arranged 
loosely on a tray and then winaes 
in the icebox. 

Vegetables such as eivroabe: beets, 
cabbage and the like, should be 
trimmed and the soil brushed from 
them before placing in the storage 
compartment of the refrigerator. 
The outer leaves and stalks should 
be trimmed from celery, radishes, 
lettuce and other greens, then 
washed, wrapped in a cloth bag 
and left in refrigerator until need-

The Federal Reserve Board's 
monthly summary of business and 
financial conditions today showed 
the volume of industrial output, aft- 
er increasing for four months, con- 
tinued at the April rate during 
|May. This was nine per cent.above 
Detember, but 14 per cent below 
May of last year. 

Wholesale prices fell nearly three 
per cent below April. Open market 
money rates continued downward in 
May and early June to a two per 
cent level for commercial paper. 

“In the first five months of the 
year taken as a whole, output of 
textile mills and shoe factories has 
been about the same volume ‘as in 
the corresponding period last year 
while. output of steel, automobiles 
and lumber has been about one- 
third smaller,” the board said. Steel 
production declined “more rapidly 
than is usual at this season.” 


Shoe production showed no de- 
cline in May contrary to usual sea- 
sonal tendencies and the daily av- 
erage output of automobiles re- 
mained at April levels. 


“During the first three weeks of 
June, activity at steel mills declined 
further,” the board continued, “in 
the iron and steel industry, at car 
building shops and at establish- 
ments producing machinery em- 
ployment declined considerably 
while it increased in the automobile 
and tire industries.
